The Board of Trustees is vitally important to the security and welfare of Knox College. 
This group handles the property and financial business of the school and is the ultimate 
authority on all matters of broad policy. The 25 members of the board are concerned with 
the over-all picture that Knox presents and such essential matters as long range fund 
development. 

Three of the board members are Alumni Trustees nominated by the Knox Alumni Asso- 
ciation for three-year terms. The president of the college is a member ex officio. The 
remaining 21 are elected by the board itself to serve seven year periods. Meetings are held 
three times a year; at Homecoming and Commencement in Galesburg, and the January meet- 
ing in Chicago. The trustees are not always Knox graduates and at present five members of 
the board did not attend Knox—an added testimony to their interest in Siwash. 

Knox College Trustees are for the most part men and women actively engaged in their 
own business affairs, and yet they voluntarily give a tremendous amount of their valuable 
time to the board work. They are very generous in their financial support as well, as is 
evidenced by the fact that their contributions to the Memorial Gymnasium have totalled 
S21 15396:
